Burglars visited the héme of. Joseph 
Steiner at 1103 East Fifth street, Alton, [Ii.. 
about 2 o’clock Tuesday morning ant got 
away with all the silverfWare and nearly 
all the wearing apparel @f the famiiy, as 
well as some money, dishes and bric-a- 
brac. 

The thieves were detected in the act of 
ransacking the house by Henry Steiner, 20 
years old. He managed to infortin the pol.c: 
but when the policemen reached the Stein- 
er home the burglars had fled. Mounted 
on horseback the police set out in pursuit 
of them. A telephone message received ut 
Alton police ‘headquarters at 1. «clock 
Tuesday morning announced that the po- 
lice were on the trial of the ourgliars at 


Mitchell, Ill, and expected to capture 
then before reaching Kast St. Louis. 

Steiner is a well-known grocer of Alton, 
where he has resided many years He was 
formerly cn the police foree there. jis 
store is at 820 East Seconda street. His 
home on Fifth street is a pretty cottage. 
where he resides with his wife, his two 
daughters and his son, Hensy. 

The boy is employed at 
works and works at night. He us- 
ually finishes his labors “by 2 o’clock 
in the morning. He worked as 
usual Monday night and it was on voming 
home that he discovered the burglary. He | 
noticed lamps burning In ahi parts of the 
house as he approached it and imagined 
somebody was iil. Ae he neared cne of the 
windows, however, he w the forms vf 
four men moving about ‘within. 

The men saw him abouc the same time, 
apparently, as one of them ,jumped through 
a window, revolver in nd, to the spot 
where the astonished ya#ith was standing. 
Young Steiner was unarmed and could offer 
no effectual resistance, so he »uletly obeyed 
the big burglag’s order to march out into 
the street and stand there. The burglar 
kept watch over him there for several min- 
utes and then went inside to join’ his com- 
rades. As he did. so, young Steiner ‘“‘hvut- 
footed” to the police headquarters, one- 
half mile distant. There he told the story

The territory where the complainants 
came from is bounded by Goodfellow, Eas- 
ton, Blackstone and Ridge avenues. In this 
territory have occurred three highway rob- 
beries and one -burglary that the police 
have been informed of 

This district offers exceptional advan- 
tages to burglars and thugs. On Goodfel- 
low avenue are the ruins of the old Grace 
Presbyterian Church that was destroyed by 
fire. The dismafitied walls create shadows 
and offer a place of concealment that is 
enhanced by the ghostly appearance and 2 
loneliness of the place. On the same thor- o & 
oughfare lie a row of three-foot water pipes 
that have been there more than a year. | 
These big black pipes offer a place of con- 
ceaiment. 

Goodfellow avenue is supposed to be 
lighted. Those familiar lamp posts with in- 
candescent burners are in place along the 
street. There is no gas, however, and the 
gasoline that furnishes the light often gives 
out early and the place is in darkness. 

There is a vacant plot of ground lying 
between Goodfellow and Blackstone and 
Wells and Easton avenues. No streets are 
made through this property. A cinder walk 
has been made along Blackstone avenue 
and this is used by the citizens of the dis- 
trict from which the complaint comes from 
as the only outlet to the Easton avenue 
ears. On this lot are a number of large 
forest trees. There is not a ray of light 
there save that afforded by the mayor's 
moon-yet.

The court lays down the broad doctrine | 


that what husband and wife earn by thei 
combined labors belongs to them joinily 
and cannot be considered the sole and abso- 
lute property of the husband. 

The conclusion, therefore, is that it can 
not be applied to. the husband's individu 
debts and is sacred from the obligation 
of the.wife as well. It can only taken 
in payment ef their joint debts. 
Garnishment 

of Sidney Drew. 

The case was brought into court as a gar- 
nishment proceeding on a justice’s judgment 
in California against Sidney Drew for an in 
dividual Jodging bill. Drew is a vaudevill« 
actor and he and his wife were playing a! 
the Columbia Theater when the garnish 
ment was served. They were doing a sketch 
together. 

The theater managers answered that they 
did riot owe Drew anything, but that 
owed Drew and his wife $lov for the presen- 
tation of their sketch. The lower court held 
that this must be considered a joint fund, as 
Mrs. Drew had as much to do with earning 
it as her husband, and that it couid not be 
taken for his debts

Judgment Judge Bond, 
Court of Appeals, says:

Opinion Delivered 
by Judge Bond. 

“In the case at bar. Mrs. Drew was 
collaborator with her husband in an artistic 
production intended to please and instruct 
the public. The contribution of her skii 
Was essential to the rendition of the per- 
formance. The histrionic ability on her 
« part constituted her earning capacity. The 
reward for its exhibition was, therefore, the 
Wages of her separate labor, whether ex- 
erted in conjunction with the personation 
of other characters by her husband or any 
other actor and is, therefore, within the 
strict terms of the statute, exempt from 
any process of law for the debts of her 
husband. In an earlier case, some expres- 
sions were used by Commissioner Phillips 
indicating that the statutes on the subfect 
of married women then in force did not at- 
fect the right of the husband to the joint 
labor of himself and wife. These views. 
however, are not consistent with the broad 
language of the present statutes on the sub- 
ject of the rights of married women. 

“It follows from what has been sald that 
Mrs. Drew, in her own right, was jointly 
entitled with her husband to the money 
in the hands of the garnishee and that it 
Was not subject to garnishment for the in- 
@ividual debt of the husband.’

Mindanao and Negros than it is at home, that there as here it 
shall be the revered symbol of liberty, enligittenment and 
progress in every avenue of development;” which pious wish 
will no doubt be echoed by all Americans of ail political faiths. 

The recommendation that the standing army be tixed at 
from 50,000 to 60,000 men is more modest than was expected, 
but the increase, be it remembered, is entirely due to the im- 
perialistic projects of Mr. McKinley’s administration. 

The trusts are treated gingerly. The. President recom- 
mends regula*ion and uniform legislation. ‘he suggested 
reduction of war taxes will be indorsed. 

That the Presi@ent favors a ship subsidy bill is clearly in- 
dicated by a recommendation for legislation in aid of the 
shipping interests.
